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FIFTH  ANNIVERSARY  MEETING. 

The  Fifth  Anniversary  of  the  Chinese-Ameri- 
can  Union  was  observed  by  a largely  attended  meet- 
ing in  Association  Hall,  Monday  Evening,  February 
3,  1890.  About  seventy-five  of  the  Chinese  pupils, 
connected  with  the  Union  and  various  Sunday- 
schools  of  the  city,  occupied  the  gallery  immediately 
behind  the  platform.  Their  singing  and  reading  of 
the  Scriptures  in  concert,  was  an  attractive  feature  ; 
and  especially  did  the  audience  enjoy  the  hymns, 
“Glory  to  God  in  the  Highest”  and  “My  Sabbath 
Home,”  sung  by  them  in  their  native  tongue. 

On  the  platform  were  seated  the  speakers  of  the 
evening  and  the  officers  of  the  Union.  The  presi- 
dent of  the  Union,  the  Rev.  Wilbur  F.  Paddock,  D. 
D.,  presided,  and  the  Rev.  T.  P.  Stevenson,  D.  D., 
offered  prayer. 

The  Rev.  Henry  Baker,  D.  D.,  who  made  the 
first  address,  spoke  of  the  duties  which  Amer- 
icans owe  to  the  Chinese  in  this  country.  He  said  : 

“The  ends  of  the  earth  touch  each  other  in  this 
evening’s  service — the  land  which  Columbus  sought 
and  the  land  which  Columbus  found ; for  it  was 
Cathay  which  was  in  the  dream  of  the  great  navi- 
gator when  Providence  turned  the  prow  of  the  Pinta 
to  these  shores.  A just  man  seeks  just  standards  of 
comparison.  Napoleon  once  wished  for  a book 
which  he  could  not  reach.  One  of  his  officers 
handed  it  to  him  saying,  ‘Allow  me,  your  majesty ; 
I am  higher  than  you.’  ‘Not  higher  ; only  longer,’ 
was  the  imperial  reply.  The  poet  sings  : 
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Better  fifty  years  of  Europe 
Than  a cycle  of  Cathay. 

“Everyone  accepts  the  poetry  and  the  logic  of 
the  singer’s  line ; and  yet  there  is  a majesty  we 
all  must  own  in  the  ‘cycles  of  Cathay’  as  they  reach 
back  into  the  limitless  past.  We  are  only  an  infant 
nation  playing  our  game  of  ambition  and  pleasure 
on  our  virgin  soil,  while  the  giant  by  our  side  is  full 
of  days.  Let  us  be  at  least  respectful  while  we  study 
the  responsibilities  of  this  relation. 

“What  do  we  owe  to  ourselves,  for  our  own 
safety  and  well  being,  in  our  relations  to  China? 
For  to  a nation,  as  to  an  individual,  there  is  a sense 
of  honor  and  self-respect,  to  lose  which  is  to 
lose  one’s  most  precious  treasure.  The  Chinese  were 
once  well  satisfied  with  their  own  civilization.  They' 
built  the  great  wall  around  their  country  to  bar  all 
ingress.  Embassy  after  embassy  sought  an  entrance 
into  the  field  of  their  wealth  and  opportunity.  At 
last  in  the  Burlingame  treaty  this  opportunity  was 
accorded  us.  How  different  is  the  tenor  of  our  legis- 
lation to-day  from  the  tenor  of  our  diplomacy  while 
we  were  seeking  a selfish  advantage  at  their  gates  ! 
It  is  a grave  question  whether  we  have  the  right  to 
take  away  from  any  of  God’s  creatures  the  privilege 
of  pathway  to  and  fro  on  the  face  of  the  earth. 
Our  statesmanship  is  blind  to  great  issues  ; it  is  par- 
tial, relating  to  arcs  of  circles  and  segments  of 
spheres.  If  we  will  not  settle  such  questions  as 
these  aright,  God  will  settle  them  for  us.  Long  He 
waited  for  us  to  do  justice  to  the  slave.  At  last  the 
war  came.  The  slave  went  down  into  the  arena  of 
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battle  and  came  out  clothed  with  the  toga  of  Amer- 
ican citizenship.  The  white  ballot  still  flutters 
helplessly  in  his  palsied  hand,  but  not  hopelessly. 
He  will  yet  stand  forth  clothed  in  all  the  rights  and 
wielding  all  the  powers  of  citizenship.  So  the 
wrongs  of  the  Chinaman  shall  yet  be  righted.  The 
cruel  inequality  of  our  decision  that  the  Hun,  the 
Pole  and  the  Italian,  and  that  dreadful  something, 
the  anarchist,  which  belong  to  no  nationality,  which 
carries  a lie  in  one  hand  and  a torch  in  the  other, 
that  all  these  may  come  freely,  but  the  inoffensive 
Chinese  laborer  may  not  come,  shall  be  corrected. 
Under  our  laws,  a Chinaman  who  by  honest  industry 
has  built  up  a mining  plant,  or  accumulated  any  other 
possessions,  if  he  leave  them  to  visit  his  home  and 
his  parents,  can  never  return.  Is  it  right  ? (Cries 
of  no  ! no  !)  If  we  do  not  make  it  right,  God  will 
right  it  in  judgment. 

“What  do  we  owe  the  Chinamen  whom  we  find 
among  us.  First  of  all,  protection,  sympathy,  kind- 
liness. We  owe  something  better  than  what  he 
comes  to  find,  even  the  treasure  which  spoils  not 
with  the  using.  Is  this  work,  are  these  sentiments, 
unpopular  ? Remember  the  rule  of  the  majority  is 
but  for  a moment.  When  the  critics  assured  Words- 
worth that  his  poetry  would  never  do,  he  wrote 
calmly  to  a friend  : ‘It  must  do.  I know  that  my 
work  is  unpopular,  but  I know  that  it  is  immortal.’ 
And  that  faint  lark  song  above  the  English  lakes  has 
grown  so  sweet  and  strong  that  it  holds  the  ear  of 
the  world.’’ 
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The  Chinese  pupils  then  sang  in  English  the 
hymn,  “We’re  Going  Home,”  and  to  those  present 
who  thought  how  far  from  their  native  land  they 
were,  and  how  far  from  the  father’s  house  on  high 
until  they  found  Christian  friends  in  a foreign 
country  to  tell  them  of  it,  there  was  a peculiar 
pathos  in  their  hearty  rendering  of  the  refrain, “We’re 
going  home  to-morrow.” 

Mr.  John  B.  Garrett,  a vice-president  of  the 
Union,  being  introduced  and  speaking  for  the 
Society  of  Friends,  said  in  part  : 

“I  am  here  chiefly  because  every  body  of  evan- 
gelical Christians  has  a right  to  share  in  such  work 
as  this,  and  because  I desire  for  the  Society  to  which 
I belong  a share  in  the  benefits  which  return  to  those 
engaged  in  it.  I look  upon  the  presence  of  one 
hundred  thousand  Chinamen  on  American  soil  as  a 
most  significant  Providence,  because  before  the 
world  is  conquered  for  Christ,  China  and  her  mil- 
lions must  be  brought  under  the  influence  of 
the  Gospel.  How  can  we  contribute  to  this 
end  so  directly,  so  economically,  so  effectively, 
as  by  educating  in  Christian  truth  the  Chinamen 
who  have  so  strangely  been  led  to  come  among  us? 
America  has  been  appointed  of  God  to  lead  the 
world  to  the  kingdom  of  Christ.  It  devolves  upon 
us  in  an  especial  sense  to  give  the  Gospel  to  China. 
Shall  we  close  our  doors  against  these  representatives 
of  three  hundred  millions  of  our  fellowmen,  @r  shall 
we  welcome  them  to  our  churches,  to  our  Sabbath- 
schools  and  to  the  free  and  equal  protection  of 
righteous  laws? 


“The  evangelical  churches,  in  uniting  in  a 
movement  for  the  evangelization  of  the  Chinamen 
in  the  city,  are  not  without  sympathy  among  the 
Friends.  Chinamen  in  the  country  have  a right  to 
protection  and  instruction  at  our  hands,  and  they 
deserve  better  treatment  than  the  majority  of  those 
who  come  hither  from  the  nations  of  Central  and 
Southern  Europe.  Immigration  has  been  so  rapid 
that  it  has  been  impossible  for  the  nation  to  assimilate 
all  of  the  new  material,  and  this  reveals  the  most  pro- 
found problem  that  our  statesmen  have  to  deal  with. 
We  need  legislation  which  is  impartial,  and  which 
shall  place  all  nations  upon  a common  platform  of 
honesty.” 

Dr.  C.  R.  Blackall,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Union, 
read  a report  showing  the  receipts  for  the  year, 
$1,660.77  and  the  expenditures,  $1,355*58  with  a 
balance  of  $305.19.  In  connection  with  his  report, 
he  made  a statement  regarding  the  work  of  the 
Union,  which  during  the  year  has  been  incorporated. 
There  are  about  one  thousand  Chinamen  in  the  city, 
he  said,  and  fully  half  of  them  have  been  brought 
under  Christian  influence  more  or  less  by  the  agency 
of  the  Union.  It  is  the  mission  of  the  latter  to  see 
that  the  Chinaman  shall  be  treated  as  a man  ; that 
he  shall  be  properly  protected  from  injury  or  insult, 
and  be  cared  for  when  sick.  He  spoke  also  of  the 
influence  that  a Christian  Chinaman  would  have 
upon  returning  to  his  native  country. 

The  Chinese  Choir  with  marked  effect  followed 
with  the  hymn  in  their  native  tongue  of 
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MY  SABBATH  HOME.

Ngo  sum  fun  heung,  k‘ing  chung  tsz  yot, 

Yan  tak  fuuk  Che  mo  kung. 

Tsoi  tsz  yat  chung,  ngo  sum  fun  ut, 

Shai  sheung  Che  sz  tsan  t‘ut, 

Ngo  kin  p‘ing  on  shat  k‘ao  tsz  yat 
Ting  in  wok  fuuk  pat  kut. 

Tsz  yat  lai  Che  Ye-su  mo  yau, 

.Yan  p‘e  wan  ngo  sho  kao, 

Ngo  tsai  sun  Che  e shao  tsz  yat,

After  the  applause  which  followed  the  singing 
of  these  strange  words  had  subsided  and  the  liberal 
offerings  of  the  audience  for  the  work  of  the  Union 
had  been  received,  the  Rev.  H.  L.  Wayland,  D.  D., 
was  introduced,  who  spoke  in  substance,  as  follows : 

“These  men  are  our  brothers,  descendants  from 
the  same  father,  the  children  of  the  same  God. 
They  have  bodies  and  souls  like  ours ; they  are 
warmed  by  the  same  sun,  chilled  by  the  same  blast. 
They  invented  the  mariner’s  compass  at  a period 
long  previous  to  history ; and  they  sail  their  own 
junks,,  which  is  at  once  an  exhibition  of  the  most 
reckless  heroism  and  of  resplendent  seamanship. 
They  are  conservatives,  and  are  attached  to  the 
creed  adopted  by  their  fathers  as  ferociously  as  if 
they  were  the  members  of  some  of  the  denomina- 


tions  dwelling  in  some  lands  that  are  nearer  to  the 
setting  sun.  Of  their  susceptibility  to  civilization, 
we  have  an  example  this  evening.  As  we  listened 
to  their  singing  we  could  but  realize  that  they 
exhibited  a capacity  for  leaving  the  audience  in 
complete  ignorance  of  the  words  they  were  uttering, 
which  was  worthy  of  a first-class  choir  in  a high- 
toned  church. 

“That  these  men  are  capable  of  loving  Christ 
and  of  exhibiting  in  their  lives  the  fruits  of  the 
Spirit,  meekness  under  injury,  forbearance,  patience, 
gentleness — all  this  has  been  demonstrated  amid 
many  a scene  of  persecution  and  unprovoked  out- 
rage. That  they  are  capable  of  gratitude  to  those 
who  have  ministered  to  the  wants  of  their  bodies  and 
their  souls,  needs  no  demonstration.  That  they  form 
a self-respecting,  self-supporting,  industrious,  frugal 
body  of  people  among  whom  beggars  and  tramps 
find  no  place  has  just  been  stated  to  us  by  the  estim- 
able treasurer,  Dr.  Blackall. 

“These  men  are  residents  of  our  country;  I 
do  not  say  that  they  are  citizens.  I am  not  dis- 
posed to  complain  particularly  of  this  fact.  I do 
not  conceive  that  the  greatest  need  of  America  at  the 
present  time  is  the  addition  of  a vast  mass  of  ignor- 
ance to  our  voting  population.  I should  be 
entirely  willing  to  have  the  right  of  suffrage  limited, 
alike  by  the  State  and  by  the  Nation,  to  those  who 
own  taxable  property  and  who  can  read  and  write. 
If  this  restriction  should  chance  to  shut  out  from 
the  polls  a considerable  number  of  our  fellow- 
citizens  in  the  Southern  States,  I should  not  par- 
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ticularly  mind,  so  long  as  the  law  were  admin- 
istered with  absolute  justice.  Only  let  us  know 
where  we  are ; let  us  have  it  in  black  and  white, 
not  in  black  alone.  I should  be  entirely  willing  if 
the  right  of  suffrage  were  restricted  to  natives  of 
the  country.  This  would  have  shut  out,  it  is  true, 
my  excellent  grandfather  ; but  he  has  been  too  long 
in  heaven  to  mind  very  much  about  it ; and  I should 
endeavor  to  bear  his  privation  with  the  Christian 
resignation  which  we  always  summon  to  meet  the 
suffering  of  other  people. 

‘•'They  are  residents  of  our  country;  and  it  is 
impossible  that  there  should  be  among  us  a class 
treated  with  injustice  and  cruelty,  without  the  in- 
justice and  the  cruelty  re-acting  upon  ourselves. 
An  oppressed  class,  in  the  just  providence  of  God, 
always  manages  to  avenge  itself  on  its  oppressors. 
A thousand  fields  furrowed  with  graves  remind  us 
that  every  drop  of  blood  drawn  by  the  lash  was 
answered  by  one  drawn  by  the  sword.  Slavery 
was  not  less  degrading  and  injurious  to  the  master 
than  to  the  slave.  It  is  impossible  that  we  should 
trample  on  the  rights  of  one  class  among  us,  and 
at  the  same  time  carefully  observe  the  rights  of 
every  other  class.  God  has  made  us  neighbors  of 
the  red  man,  and  we  have  showed  toward  him  an 
injustice  for  which,  it  may  be,  we  have  yet  to 
account.  O,  white  men,  let  it  be  said  that  there 
was  once  a race  darker-hued  than  yourselves,  with 
whom  you  were  brought  into  relation,  toward 
whom  you  exercised  the  divine  qualities  of  justice 
and  love. 
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“Those  who  have  listened  to  the  lectures  of 
Pres.  White  upon  “The  Causes  of  the  French  Rev- 
olution” have  been  reminded  by  him  of  the  Hugue- 
nots murdered  on  the  night  of  St.  Bartholomew, 
of  the  Huguenots  banished  after  the  Revolution, 
of  the  Edict  of  Nantes,  of  the  Huguenots  tortured, 
starved,  slaughtered  in  the  Dragonnades,  and  have 
learned  that  out  of  these  crimes  grew  the  Reign 
of  Terror  and  the  deluge  of  blood.  It  is  not  wise, 
it  is  not  safe,  to  forget  that  the  oppressed  have  ever 
two  upon  their  side  : time  and  God. 

“These  men  are  our  representatives  and  the 
representatives  of  Christianity  to  a nation  of  300,- 
000,000  pagans.  They  are  missionaries  who  will 
carry  to  iheir  countrymen  the  tidings  of  the  illus- 
tration which  they  have  seen  of  Christianity  in  this 
land.  When  I think  how  Christianity  has  been  rep- 
resented to  China  by  the  cannon  of  Great  Britain 
battering  down  the  walls  which  pagan  China  had 
erected  against  the  opium  plague,  and  by  the 
aggressions  of  France,  ‘oldest  daughter  of  the 
Church,’  and  b)r  the  ruffians  and  murderers  of  the 
Pacific  coast,  I stand  in  wonder  that  any  Chinaman 
has  accepted  Christianity  as  coming  from  the  just 
and  good  God.  That  any  of  them  have  become 
Christians  is  itself  a testimony  on  the  one  hand  to 
the  candor  and  judicial  impartiality  of  the  Chinese, 
and,  on  the  other  hand,  to  the  power  and  majesty 
and  self-commendation  of  Christ’s  religion,  shining 
through  the  sins  and  madness  of  its  professors. 

“I  cannot  conceive  of  anything  that  is  more 
closely  connected  with  the  advancement  of  the 
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Gospel  in  China  than  our  treatment  of  the  100,000 
Chinese  among  us.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  same 
amount  of  time  and  money  which  we  are  expend- 
ing on  missions  in  China  would  produce  ten-fold — 
a hundred-fold — the  result,  if  put  forth  in  behalf  of 
the  Chinese  at  our  doors.  When  we  neglect  them, 
when  we  treat  them,  or  allow  them  to  be  treated, 
with  injustice,  we  put  off  the  millenium  by  the  space 
of  centuries. 

“What  then  have  these  people  a right  to  expect 
at  our  hands  ? First,  they  have  a right  to  expect 
that  justice  which  is  due  to  every  human  being. 
They  have  a right  to  expect  that,  while  demanding 
for  our  own  countrymen  equality  of  right  and  priv- 
ilege in  China,  we  shall  not  deny  to  them  these  same 
rights  and  privileges  in  America.  They  have  a right 
to  expect  that,  in  the  matter  of  emigration,  they 
shall  be  treated  on  a par  with  the  most  favored 
nations  ; and  common  sense  as  well  as  justice  would 
unite  in  saying  to  us,  “If  you  slam  the  Golden  Gate 
in  the  face  of  the  emigrant  from  China,  you  ought 
by  the  same  token  to  shut  and  lock  the  door  at  the 
Narrows  against  the  horde  of  pagans  and  anarchists 
from  Europe. 

“Justice  requires  that  we  should  protect  these 
people  from  violence  and  ruffianism ; that  such 
hideous  outrages  as  have  been  perpetrated  in  Oregon, 
Washington,  California,  should  be  visited  with  pun- 
ishment which  should  show  that  hemp  was  not 
planted  on  our  soil  for  nothing;  which  should  put 
an  end  to  murders,  as  Abraham  Lincoln  put  an 
end  to  the  slave  trade,  when  he  hanged  a slave 
trader  in  New  York. 
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“There  are  ample  resources  for  all  this.  In 
any  civilized  community,  the  law-abiding  element 
is  stronger  than  the  law-breaking  element.  The 
trouble  and  the  calamity  is  that  the  law-abiding 
element  does  not  assert  itself,  but  allows  itself  to 
be  over-awed  and  over-ridden  by  ruffians,  by  mur- 
derers, by  Anarchists,  by  the  Saloon. 

“And  we  owe  to  them  the  same  due  that  was 
confessed  in  the  olden  time  by  an  Apostle  of  our 
Lord  : ‘I  am  debtor  both  to  the  Greeks  and  to  the 
Barbarians.’  We  owe  to  them  the  Gospel  of  Christ. 
Christ  died  for  them.  When  He  prayed  for  all  that 
should  believe  on  Him,  He  prayed  for  these  men; 
when  His  great  heart  broke  on  Calvary,  it  was 
burdened  with  the  sins  and  sorrows  of  the  China- 
man, not  less  than  of  the  American  and  the 
Englishman. 

“Possibly  the  soil,  like  that  of  the  northwestern 
prairie,  covered  with  tough  sod,  is  somewhat  hard 
to  break  or  till ; but  none  the  less  it  will  bear  a 
glorious  harvest.  Every  Chinaman  may  be  a mis- 
sionary to  a nation  of  300,000,000.  Rarely  is  such 
an  opportunity  offered  to  labor  for  God  and  for  our 
fellow-men ; and  I believe  that  in  laboring  for  these 
people,  we  have  no  better  medium  than  is  offered 
us  by  the  Society  which  has  called  us  together  this 
evening.  ” 

The  President  of  the  Union,  Rev.  Dr.  Paddock, 
added  a few  words  in  regard  to  the  Chinese  New 
Year’s  Festival  to  be  held  at  Horticultural  Hall  in 
aid  of  a new  building  for  the  Association,  the 
present  quarters  not  affording  sufficient  accommo- 
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dation  ; and  stated  it  would  be  formally  opened  by 
Governor  Beaver,  to  whose  address  a response  would 
be  made  by  Judge  Ashman,  one  of  the  Vice-Pres- 
idents. He  strongly  emphasized  the  need  for  more 
commodious  quarters  for  the  work  of  the  Union. 
The  meeting  concluded  with  the  singing  by  the 
Chinamen,  in  English,  of  the  hymn,  “Bringing  in 
the  Sheaves,”  and  the  benediction  was  pronounced 
by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Stevenson. 


SIXTH  ANNIVESARY  MEETING. 

The  Sixth  Anniversary  of  The  Chinese  Ameri- 
can Union  was  held  in  Association  Hall  on  the  eve- 
ning of  Monday,  March  30th,  1891,  in  the  presence 
of  a large  assembly. 

In  the  absence  of  Ex-Governor  Jas.  A.  Beaver,  who 
was  detained  by  illness,  Rev.  Dr.  Wilbur  F.  Paddock, 
the  President,  occupied  the  chair  and  conducted  the 
exercises.  The  meeting  was  opened  with  the  singing, 
by  the  Chinese  pupils  and  the  Congregation,  of  the  fa- 
miliar hymn,  to  the  tune  of  Old  Hundred: 

From  all  that  dwell  below  the  skies, 

Let  the  Creator’s  praise  arise; 

Let  the  Redeemer’s  Name  be  sung, 

Thro’  every  land,  by  every  tongue. 

Eternal  are  Thy  mercies,  Lord; 

Eternal  truth  attends  Thy  word; 

Thy  praise  shall  sound  from  shore  to  shore 
Till  suns  shall  rise  and  set  no  more. 

The  23d  Psalm  was  read  in  unison  by  the  Chinese 
scholars  who  were  present  in  large  numbers,  and  who 
filled  the  gallery  behind  the  platform. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  James  Morrow  led  in  prayer.  The 
Chinese  then  sang,  in  English,  the  hymn,  •' ‘Trusting 
Jesus,  that  is  all.” 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Managers  was  presented 
by  the  President,  Dr.  Paddock;  and  the  Treasurer, 
Dr.  C.  R.  Blackall,  made  a statement  of  the  finan- 
cial condition  of  the  Union. 

This  was  followed  by  the  singing  of  the  Chinese 
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pupils,  in  their  own  language,  of  the  hymn,  “Jesus 
Our  King.” 

The  Rev.  John  L.  Nevius,  D.  D.,  for  many  years 
an  honored  and  beloved  missionary  of  the  Presbyterian 
church  to  China,  delivered  an  instructive  and  interest- 
ing address,  in  which  he  congratulated  and  com- 
mended the  Union  for  their  work  in  our  city. 

Again  the  Chinese  pupils  showed  their  training 
and  efficiency  in  music  by  singing  (in  English) — “Not 
half  has  ever  been  told.” 

The  Rev.  Wm.  N.  McVickar,  D.  D.  who  had 
promised  to  be  present,  was  suddenly  called  out  of 
the  city  to  attend  a funeral;  and  Moi  Wong,  a pupil 
of  the  West  Arch  Street  Presbyterian  Church,  took 
his  place  in  a modest  and  chaste  though  extempo- 
raneous speech,  in  which  he  acknowledged  the  kind- 
ness and  attention  he  had  received  in  our  city. 

While  the  offerings,  were  being  made,  the  Chinese 
pupils  sang  “Pity  them  Christians  at  home,”  and 
“Bringing  in  the  Sheaves.” 

Mrs.  Lumina  Chew,  dressed  in  the  native  costume 
of  her  country,  gave  an  interesting  and  humorous 
address  on  “Chinese  Home  Life.” 

The  Chinese  pupils  sang  (in  English)  “Will  Jesus 
find  us  Watching?” 

The  Rev.  Dr.  George  E.  Rees,  who  had  been  one 
of  the  managers  of  the  Union  from  its  commence- 
ment, gave  one  of  his  fervent  appeals  for  sympathy 
and  co-operation  in  the  work  of  the  Union. 

The  Doxology  was  then  sung,  and  the  benediction 
was  pronounced  by  the  Recording  Secretary,  Rev.

ANNUAL  REPORT. 

In  presenting  the  Sixth  Annual  Report  of  the 
Chinese- American  Union  to  its  supporters  and 
friends,  the  Board  of  Managers  desire  first  of  all 
to  record  their  grateful  thanks  to  Almighty  God 
that  since  the  last  Anniversary  none  of  their  mem- 
bers has  been  removed  by  death ; and  that  not- 
withstanding some  sources  of  discouragement  and 
some  hindrances  to  the  successful  prosecution  of 
their  work  for  the  social  and  moral  improvement 
of  the  Chinese  in  our  midst,  there  have  been  many 
counterbalancing  assurances  and  blessings  to  inspire 
gratitude,  quicken  interest,  and  stimulate  to  greater 
faithfulness  and  zeal. 

Among  the  more  promising  and  satisfactory 
features  of  our  work  is  the  increased  attendance 
of  teachers  and  pupils  at  the  night  schools  of  the 
Union.  Our  hall  at  1024  Walnut  St.  is  well  filled 
at  the  religious  service  on  Sunday  evening,  and 
more  than  crowded  on  Monday  evening  when 
secular  instruction  is  given.  Indeed,  some  of  the 
schools  connected  with  evangelical  churches  in  the 
city,  have  given  as  their  reason  for  not  more 
regularly  attending  the  Union  on  these  evenings, 
“there  was  no  room  for  them.”  This  certainly  is 
encouraging;  and  speaks  well  not  more  for  the 
faithfulness  of  the  teachers  and  interest  of  the 
scholars  than  for  the  zeal  and  efficiency  of  the 
Superintendent.  It  is  a telling  and  convincing  argu- 
ment, too,  for  taking  immediate  action  to  secure 
enlarged  and  adequate  accommodations. 


The  outlook  is  promising  also  in  the  increase 
of  teachers  and  scholars  in  many  of  the  Chinese 
Sunday-schools  identified  with  the  Union — three  at 
least,  numbering  from  50  to  75  members  each. 
While  not  as  many  schools  now  as  in  former  years, 
there  not  being  as  many  Chinese  in  the  city,  yet 
there  is  probably,  proportionately,  as  many  under 
Christian  teaching,  with  marked  improvement  in 
methods  and  efficiency.  Of  the,  say,  1,000  Mon- 
golians, now  resident  here,  we  think  from  one- 
third  to  one-half  have  been  brought  more  or  less 
under  the  purifying  and  educating  influences  of  our 
Christian  civilization,  a larger  proportion  than  can 
be  said  of  any  other  nationality  whatever.  Equally 
true  is  it,  that  of  no  other  like  number,  in  the 
same  social  grade  and  with  the  same  surroundings 
and  temptations,  is  there  more  peaceableness,  more 
sobriety,  more  industry;  and  less  quarreling,  less 
crime,  less  disturbance  of  the  orderly  pursuits,  of  the 
day  and  the  quiet  and  repose  of  the  night.  And 
this,  notwithstanding  family  feuds  inherited  from 
many  generations;  and  the  influence  of  organized 
societies,  about  as  baleful  and  dangerous  to  their 
own  people  as  the  Mafia  to  Italians  and  Americans 
alike. 

The  fact  is,  the  Chinese  are  essentially  a quiet 
and  orderly  race;  the  distinguishing  feature  of 
their  social  life,  obedience  to  parents,  naturally 
training  them  to  respect  authority  and  be  submisive 
to  law.  The  interpreter  of  the  Union  in  his  house 
to  house  visitation,  seldom  witnesses  brawls,  never 
drunkenness  ; but  generally,  after  the  late  breakfast 


hour,  hard,  unrelaxing  toil  far  into  the  night,  as 
we  ourselves  see  when  passing  the  Chinese  laundries, 
and  which  explains  the  reason  why  they  cannot  be 
gathered  for  any  service  except  on  our  Sabbath  and 
their  rest  day,  Monday. 

Changes  have  been  made  in  the  orderly  manage- 
ment, policy  and  working  plans  of  the  U nion,by  which 
greater  efficiency  and  deeper  interest  and  more  gen- 
eral co-operation  are  secured.  Every  superintendent 
of  a Chinese  Sunday-school,  with  an  evangelical 
church  connection,  is  by  that  very  fact  invited  and 
elected  to  serve  on  its  Board  of  Management,  and 
bring  the  influence  of  his  church  as  well  as  the 
membership  of  his  school  into  active  sympathy  with 
the  Union  and  into  intelligent  and  concurrent 
labor  for  the  moral  and  social  education  of  this  dis- 
paraged and  most  inhospitably  treated  foreign  ele- 
ment in  our  midst. 

Since  the  last  anniversary,  or  on  the  nth  of 
February,  1890,  there  was  opened  in  Horticultural 
Hall,  one  of  the  most  unique  and  interesting  exhibi- 
tions ever  presented  in  this  city,  being  a representa- 
tion of  Chinese  customs,  dwellings  and  industries, 
with  thoroughly  Chinese  decorations,  transform- 
ing the  interior  of  the  Hall  into  a veritable  Chinese 
street.  The  domestic  altar  of  the  Chinese,  the  in- 
terior of  their  houses,  their  mode  of  teaching  and 
writing,  cards  containing  their  proverbs,  and  pam- 
phlets their  philosophy,  added  yet  further  to  the 
interest.  The  Loan  Department  was  particularly  good, 
embracing  ancient  and  curious  specimens  of  their 
strange  and  unique  manufacture.  Altogether  there

was  made  a most  instructive  and  comprehensive 
exhibit.  Prominent  gentlemen  took  part  in  the 
opening  exercises,  a delegation  from  the  embassy  at 
Washington  and  the  consulate  at  New  York  were 
present  and  expressed  their  appreciation,  and  several 
home  and  foreign  clergymen,  hitherto  unfamiliar 
with  the  work  of  the  Union,  decided  to  aid  it  by 
forming  Chinese  classes.  Unquestionably  as  the 
sower  of  much  good  seed  and  as  an  educator  of 
what  is  best  and  most  beautiful  in  Chinese  art  and 
life  and  literature,  the  Exposition  was  all  that  could 
be  desired. 

But  the  proceeds  were  disappointing.  Owing  to 
the  expensiveness  of  the  decorations  and  the  limit- 
ed time  the  Hall  could  be  retained,  little  was 
realized  for  the  principal  purpose  of  the  exposition, 
viz : the  establishment  of  a Christian  Chinese 
Home  where  daily  may  be  congregated,  instruc- 
ted and  entertained  those  who,  renouncing  their 
heathenish  customs  and  religion,  would  live  under 
Christianizing  influences ; and  which  also  should 
be  the  centre  of  the  work  of  the  Union  among 
this  people. 

The  doors  of  the  Chinese  New  Year  and  Loan 
Exhibition,  as  it  was  called,  having  closed  with  a full 
house,  the  Managers  decided  to  repeat  the  experi- 
ment ; and  a still  prettier  exhibit,  more  unique  in 
its  varied  features,  more  expressive  of  the  peculiar 
life  and  customs  of  the  Chinese,  and  especially  of 
their  religious  festivals  and  social  entertainments,  was 
opened  in  Horticultural  Hall,  November  19th,  and 
continued  for  ten  days.  It,  too, was  not  a flnancial  sue- 


cess ; public  patronage  not  being  what  was  hoped 
for,  or  what  the  intrinsic  excellence  of  the  exhibi- 
tion, and  the  worthy  and  Christian  ends  sought, 
demanded  it  should  be.  Though  it  closed  with  a 
small  deficit,  still  we  are  assured,  valuable  and  last- 
ing impressions  and  a kindlier  feeling  for  the  Chi- 
nese were  produced. 

In  closing  this  report,  the  Board  of  Managers 
would  express  the  hope  that  a more  practical  in- 
terest, and  more  general  and  more  liberal  contribu- 
tions may  be  given  by  its  friends  and  the  public  to 
this  truly  philanthropic  and  missionary  work  at  our 
very  doors.

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 

OF  THE 

CflINEjSE-/lME%ICAN  UNION 

OF 


CONSTITUTION. 

Article  I. — This  Association  shall  be  called 
the  Chinese-American  Union  of  Philadelphia,  and 
have  for  its  object  the  care,  instruction,  and  general 
improvement  of  such  of  the  Chinese  as  may  come 
under  its  influence. 

Article  II. — Its  officers  shall  be  as  follows  : 
A President,  three  Vice-Presidents,  a Treasurer  and 
a Recording  and  Corresponding  Secretary  to  be 
chosen  annually,  together  with  a Board  of  twelve  or 
more  Managers,  of  which  the  officers  of  the  Union 
and  the  Superintendents  of  all  Chinese  Sunday- 
schools  connected  with  Evangelical  churches  shall 
be  elected  members.  Five  members  shall  constitute 
a quorum. 

Article  III. — Membership  in  the  Union  shall 
be  in  three  classes,  as  follows  : Annual  Members, 
on  payment  of  $1.00;  Sustaining  Members,  on 
payment  of  $5.00  or  more;  Life  Members,  on  pay- 
ment of  $50.00. 

Article  IV. — Meetings  of  the  Union  shall  be 
held  at  the  call  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  The 
annual  meeting  for  the  election  of  officers  shall  be 
in  the  month  of  January  of  each  year. 

Article  V. — The  work  of  the  Union  shall  be 
carried  on  in  conformity  with  such  By-Laws  as  may 
be  made  from  time  to  time,  by  the  Board  of 
Managers. 
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BY-LAWS. 

I.  Officers. 

The  officers  of  the  Union  shall  be  the  officers 
the  Board  of  Managers,  and  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

II.  — Duties  of  the  President  and 

Vice-Presidents. 

The  President,  or  in  his  absence,  one  of  the 
Vice-Presidents,  shall  preside  at  all  the  meetings  of 
:he  Board  ; give  the  casting  vote  when  the  Board  is 
equally  divided  ; and  appoint  all  special  committees 
unless  otherwise  ordered.  The  President  shall  also 
[appoint,  on  the  approval  of  the  Board,  the  matron 
iand  other  necessary  officials  of  the  “Home,”  and 
the  superintendents  of  its  night  schools. 

III.  — Duties  of  the  Secretaries. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  a faithful 
minute  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board  and  give 
due  notice  of  all  meetings  and  appointments. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  have  charge 
of  the  correspondence  of  the  Union,  and,  except 
when  otherwise  ordered,  attend  to  such  public 
notices  and  advertisements  as  may  be  required. 

IV. — Duties  of  the  Treasurer. 

The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  all  the 
moneys,  contracts  and  other  business  papers  of  the 
Union  ; pay  all  bills  passed  upon  by  the  Board  ; keep 
a correct  account  of  receipts  and  payments,  of 
investments  and  obligations,  and  make  a report  there- 
of at  each  regular  meeting.  Prior  to  the  annual 
meeting  his  accounts  shall  be  audited  by  a commit- 
tee of  two  members  of  the  Board. 

V. — Meetings  of  the  Board. 

The  regular  meetings  of  the  Boaid  shall  be  held 
on  the  first  Tuesday  of  January,  April,  July  and 
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October  at  4.30  p.  m.  and  be  limited  in  duration  to 
one  hour.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the 
President ; or  in  his  absence  by  a Vice-President, 
on  request  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

VI. — Standing  Committees. 

Between  the  meetings  of  the  Board,  the  affairs 
of  the  Union  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  an 
Executive  Committee,  of  which  the  President  shall 
be  Chairman  and  other  officers  members,  together 
with  the  Chairman  and  one  member  of  each  of  the 
standing  committees. 

There  shall  be  a Committee  on  the  Home,  on 
Reading  Room  and  Instruction,  on  Public  Meetings 
-and  Entertainments,  on  Visitation  and  Protection  of 
Chinamen,  on  Publication  and  Distribution,  on 
Finance,  and  such  others  as  from  time  to  time  shall 
be  required  ; of  each  of  which  the  Chairman  and 
one  lady  member  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President 
at  the  annual  meeting,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  prac- 
ticable— such  Committee  having  power  to  add  others 
to  its  membership  and  select  the  one  which,  with  its 
Chairman,  shall  represent  it  in  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

1. — Executive  Committee. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  meet 
on  the  first  Tuesday  of  each  month  at  4p.  m.  and 
consider  the  affairs  of  the  Union;  to  receive j 
monthly  written  reports  from  all  the  Standing  Com-j 
mittees;  to  pass  upon  all  bills  for  current  expenses;] 
to  appoint  Special  Committees  for  special  work  and  to 
transact  such  other  business  as  in  the  interim  may  be 
required.  It  shall  report  its  proceedings  in  writing! 
at  each  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Board. 

2. — On  the  Home. 

The  duty  of  this  Committee  shall  be  to  have 
general  oversight  of  all  internal  affairs — of  the  fur- 
niture, adornment  and  repair  of  the  buildings,  sub- 
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jject,  when  involving  expense,  to  the  approval  of  the 
Board ; of  the  matron  and  other  officials  of  the 
Home  ; of  the  expense  account  as  regards  coal,  gas 
j and  necessary  domestic  supplies  ; of  provision  for 
! such  sick  and  disabled  as  may  come  under  the  care 
of  the  Board. 

3. — On  Reading  Room  and  Instruction. 

To  this  Committee  belongs  the  duty  of  supply- 
ing newspapers,  periodicals  and  books  for  the  read- 
ing room,  and  maps,  text  books,  etc.,  for  the  school- 
room— subject,  when  involving  expense,  to  the 
approval  of  the  Board ; of  engaging  teachers  for  the 
night  schools,  and  all  lecturers  and  moral  and 
religious  instructors ; in  fine,  of  having  general 
oversight  of  the  departments  of  education  and  relig- 
ious training  on  week-days  and  Sundays. 

4. — On  Public  Meetings  and  Entertainments. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  make 
all  necessary  arrangements  for  such  public  meetings 
and  entertainments  in  behalf  of  the  work  of  the 
Union,  either  within  or  without  the  Home,  as  the 
Board  may  appoint ; and  to  provide  amusements  and 
supply  the  appliances  for  such  recreations  as  shall  be 
both  attractive  and  beneficial  to  those  whose  social 
condition  it  would  purify  and  elevate. 

5. — On  Visitation  and  Protection  of 
Chinamen. 

The  duty  of  this  Committee  shall  be  to  invite 
Chinamen  to  the  Home  ; to  encourage  them  in  their 
work  and  in  the  performance  of  civil  duties;  to- 
secure  for  them  good  legal  and  medical  advice  in 
times  of  trouble  and  sickness  ; and,  as  far  as  may  be 
protect  them  from  ill-treatment  and  injustice.  Each 
day  some  member  of  the  Committee  should  be  at 
the  Home  to  respond  to  any  call  for  counsel  or  help^ 
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6. — On  Publication  and  Distribution. 

To  this  Committee  belongs  the  duty  of  prepar- 
ing, publishing  and  distributing  all  reports,  circulars 
and  other  printed  matter  issued  by  the  Union,  except 
that  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board. 

7. — On  Finance. 

The  simple  duty  of  this  Committee  is  to  devise 
ways  and  means  of  supplying  the  Union  with  funds 
for  the  prosecution  of  its  work. 

VII. — Duties  of  Superintendent  and 
Interpreter. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  to 
conduct  the  Sunday  and  Monday  evening  meetings 
of  the  Union  ; have  charge  of  such  other  gatherings 
of  Chinese  at  the  Home  as  may  not  otherwise  be 
assigned ; make  written  monthly  reports  to  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  attendance  of  teachers, 
pupils  and  visitors  on  such  occasions,  and  of  the 
visits  and  work  of  the  Interpreter.  He  shall  also 
keep  a register  of  the  names,  residences  and  Sunday- 
school  connection  of  each  teacher  and  pupil;  and,  if 
possible,  secure  and  record  also  his  or  her  member- 
ship in  the  Union,  and  use  all  proper  means  to  pro- 
mote the  interests  of  the  Union  among  the  Chinese 
and  increase  their  attendance  upon  its  meetings. 

The  Interpreter  shall  visit  each  week  the  Chinese 
at? their  homes  or  places  of  business,  and  when 
desired,  the  Chinese  Sunday-schools,  and  report  the 
number  of  calls  to  the  Superintendent  monthly.  He 
shall  act  as  interpreter  at  all  meetings  of  the  pupils 
of  the  Union,  and  shall  welcome  Chinamen  and 
preserve  order  each  evening  that  the  Home  is  opened 
tor  reading  or  amusements. 

VIII. — Contracting  Bills  and  Signing  Drafts. 

No  person  shall  contract  a bill  against  the 
Union  except  by  order  ot  the  Board,  or  the  Exeou- 
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tive  Committee.  Drafts  on  the  Treasurer  shall  be 
signed  by  the  President,  or  in  his  absence,  the  Vice- 
President  presiding,  and  the  Secretary.

No  alteration  or  addition  shall  be  made  to  the 
Constitution  or  By-laws  of  this  Union,  unless  the 
same  be  put  in  writing  and  entered  on  the  minutes 
at  a meeting  preceding  that  at  which  it  shall  be 
considered.
